Sorrowing Relatives W ith 
Casket Bound For Capital 


Remains rI aken From Rogers Home Early and 
Placed 
On Special Car—Daytonians Pay Last Tribute 
—Washington Awaits Cortege. 


DAITON, TENN., July 29.—William Jennings Bryan, tho 
commoner, probably tho most beloved man who ever sojourned in 
this little town, left Dayton today for the last time. 
Just three weeks from the day that he arrived, vigorous and 
full strengthened, to prosecute John Thomas Scopes for teaching 
evolution, his body was carried out of the now historical spot 
that saw the last great fight of a life filled with battle. 
The regular local to Chattanooga pulled out of the little red 
station soon after breakfast. Attached to it were two additional 
cars, one carrying the flag draped casket and the sorrowing rela­ 
tives, the other bearing the newspapermen with whom the com­ 
moner had often bandied words. At Chattanooga the cars will lie 
attached to a train for Washington. It will reach the capital to 
morrow and burial will take place Friday in Aringtom National 
Cemetery.

BRYAN CAMPAIGNED 
FOR DRY LAW UNDER 
GUARD SAYS PASTOR 


Fearless 
of 
Threats

#Reds” To Kill

Eulogy Discloses 


COLUMBUS, July 29.—William Je n ­ 
nings Bryan finished the famous 1917 
campaign in support of ratification of 
the federal prohibition am endm ent un­ 
der bodyguard and fearless of threats 
which had been m ade by New York 
“re d s” to kill him, th e Rev. William 
M. Hindman, Columbus, former pastor 
of Bryan’s First Presbyterian Church, 
Lincoln, Neb., revealed 
here while 
speaking in eulogy of Bryan at an 
outing of Ohio S tate employes. 
Dr. Hindman said he was traveling 
with Bryan at the tim e and that he 
arranged for the body guard. He said 
newspapermen 
accom panying 
the 
party did not know of the arrange­ 
m ents. 
“The ‘reds’ of New York had secret­ 
ly determined to kill 
Bryan during 
the campaign, a declaration which was 
confirmed by secret service men,” Dr. 
Hindman said. ‘Mr. Bryan declared he 
had no fears, and that it was a good 
cause in which to die. Nevertheless, I 
took the precaution to procure a body 
guard, a man of excellent ability as a 
m arksm an, whose courage had been 
tested as an officer on many occasions 
who carried on his body six wounds. 
By doing so J followed the scriptural 
injunction, ‘Faith 
without 
works is 
dead.’

J. E. Barnard, a Loudon scientist, 
aided Dr. Gye in the isolation of the 
cancer germ. Their studies did not 
result in a cure for the dreaded 
disease, but their deductions are 
said to be invaluable in studying 
treatment of cancer sufferers.
